He, at 
that time, and without any 
prior warning, expanded the 
short release given by the 
company into a full length ar- 
ticle that was remarkable for 
its accuracy. 

Because of his comprehension 
of the entire picture of AVCO, 
his remarks are not to be 
‘taken lightly, He stated, in 
his column, that ‘one authori- 
ty close to AVCO predicted 
that the present projections 
for this area will be doubled 
within two years.’ 

The part referring to the 
plant itself, was only part of 
a loner story, entitled AVCO 
MOVE TO WILMINGTON MEANS: 400 
FAMILIES TOs SEEK HOUSING NORTH 
OF BOSTON, 

In the story he stated that 
the Everett personnel of AVCO 
and the Stratford, Conneticut 
personne] will be merged, in 
the Wilmington plant and that 
the 400 families will be mov- 
ing up from Stratford. They 
are, he stated, engineers, 
technicians, executives, and 
scientists, in their middle 
30's, and have on an average 
two children of elementary 
school age. A proportion of 
about 12 to 1 are now renting 
in the Bridgeport Conneticut 
area, 

Those who would rent, in this 
area, would be in the $80 to 
$150 a month range, Dorman 
stated, and those who would 
buy would be interested in 
homes in the $15,000 to $20, 
000 price range, with some in 
the $11,500 to $14,000 range.

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VANDALISM HERE AND THERE 


We don't like to talk about vandalism. 


We 
don't even want to admit that it exists - but 


it does, right here in Wilmington. 

There are two places, at the present time, 
that seem to present prime targets for people 
who are out for this kind of mischief -— Camp 
Forty Acres and the Little League Park. 

Camp Forty Acres is, of course, in an isolated 
section, and cannot very well be patrolled, ex- 
cept occasionally. It attracts people who have 
nothing to do and plenty of time to do it. Wan- 
derers, not necessarily from Wilmington, see 
the road, and just go in to find out*what is 
there. 

The vandalism there sometimes goes to the 


point of robbery, as when the gasoline pump for 
he water supply was stolen last winter. 


Other times it is must plain mischief making. 
The Little League Park "concession' has been 
broken open nearly every night, since the in- 
ception of the Little League season. 

It is just too bad. We hope that there are 
people who will watch these places. Too much 
time and effort is spent for the youth of our 
town to have it wasted by vandalism. 

The Chief of Police, incidently, is vowing to 
"throw every law in the book" against any van- 
dals that might be captured, at either of these 
places. 


WHAT IS CEMENT? 


Tonight, in the Town Hall, there will be a se- 
cond hearing on an appeal for the right to e- 
rect a cement hopper in North Wilmington. The 
first appeal, as has been previously reported 
in this column, was turned down, by the Board 
of Appeals. 

The Board of Appeals, of course, (and the Town 
of Wilmington, too) is governed by our zoning 
law, which is one of the strictest in the state 
We are happy that air zoning law is such, and 
we hope that it cmtinues to be. 

The trouble here, however, seems to be in a 
misreading of the law. To our way of thinking, 
there should never have had to be an appeal, 
for the right to erect a cement hopper, because 
our zoning laws state clearly and unequivocally 
that building materials may be stored in a zone 
of the type in question. 

What is cement? Is it a building material, or 
isn't it?

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THE COFFIN HOUSE 

Now that the Middlesex County 
National Bank has put in a 
parking lot, in back of their 
new building, residents of 
Wilmington may see with ease 
the ‘Coffin House’, just i 
back of the Mechanics Savings 
Bank building. 
Built of Tyngsboro granite, 
in the 1880's, it was designed 
to hold the two enffins that 
were, at that time, perhaps 
the most valuable in the 
world - coffins which were 
bilt to contain the bodies 
of Doctor and Mrs Doctor Henry 
Hiller, 
, The good doctor and his wife, 
also a doctor, were among the 

picturesque residents 
ever to live in Wilmington - 


especially Mrs Doctor Hiller, 
Dr Hiller was born and edu- 
cated in Germany, hut his 
parents had lived in the Uni- 
ted States. He studied in Lon- 
don, and there met the lady 


who became known as Mrs Doctor 
Hiller, who was also a medical 
student at that time. 

Mrs Dactor Hiller was, it 
would seem, apparently, a widow 
or a divorcee, who had lived in 
Pritish Guian although it 
s that Dr Hiller was pro- 
bhably not aware of this, 

The couple moved to the United 


States, and lived for a while 
near Sandwich, on Cape Cod, be- 
fore moving to Wilmington in 
1871. 


Their first home in Wilmington 


was with the Rose family, who 
lived in a house that stood 
near the railroad where the Ab 
Sweezey building now stands. 
Mr Rose was German, and Pro- 
testant, and Mrs Rose was Irish 
and Catholic, Local legends 
state that they fought ‘like 


cats and do * 
While the Hillers were living 


there, Dr. Hiller established a 
medicine factory on Tremont St, 
in Boston. He had what would 
today be called a ‘patent medi- 
cine’, which he advertised, 
very frankly, in many of the 
leading papers. Ite told the 
readers just how to mix the 
medicines, but the formula was 


quite involved, and at the end 
of his advertisement he said, 
‘If you find this is too much 
trouble, send me $5 and I will

; Send you 6 bottles’. 


The good doctor sold his bot- 
tles of medicine all over the 
country, and money poured into 


the Hiller coffers. The couple 
built a house, on Main Street 
(today 396 Main Street), which 
was quite ornate and ostenta- 
tious. 

Gold paint was used to ‘panel’ 
tne doors, Murals were painted 
on the walls, and on the cei- 
ling too. The banister, up- 
stairs, was one solid piece of 
mahogany, carved, and the 
lower end was carved to re- 
semble a crocodile, with the 
tail swinging up in the air to 
support a chandelier. Colored 
glass windows were used in 
profusion, a cast: iron fount- 
ain was placed in front of the 
house, and hehind it a green- 
how and an aquariun for Mrs 
Dr “iller’s pet alligators 


Money being spent like this 
was bound to attract attention 
and Mrs Hiller gloried in the 
attention. Her best friend was 
a Mrs Othniel Eames, who lived 
where the McCabes now live, on 
Woburn Street, and the two of 
them would take daily rides, 
in Mrs Hiller’s carriage. 


The doctor was more sedate, 
and seemed to be interested in

succeeded in having the Town 
appoint a ‘Fish Commission’, 
and these two men stocked 
Silver Lake with alewives, in 
an attempt to revive these 
fish which once teemed in wil- 
mington’s streams. The efforts 
however, were not successful, 


They also stocked bass, which, 
did live for some years. 

Mrs Doctor Hiller was a type 
of person who was always seek- 
ing thrills. She spent money 
lavishly, «nd derived a great 
pleasure from this. If she 
didn’t like the style of a 
home, she would buy it, fix it 
to her liking, and then give 
back to the original owner, 
Her life on Cape Cod had 
given her an insight into the 
cranberry business. Wilmington 
of course, was the original 
home of cranberrie: but the 
bogs in Wilmington at this 
time were not very productive, 
as a blight had struck the 
vines, some thirty years pre- 
viously. Nevertheless, Mrs 
Hiller determined to go into 
the cranberry business, and 
she cleared a low meadow in 
back of her home - now ‘Rotary 
Park’, and in the clearing 
built up substantially land 
along Middlesex Avenue and 
Church Street. She built a 
huge ‘cranberry house’, Which 
is now an apartment house on 
Middlesex Avenue. 

Everyone predicted that she 
would lose money, but she did 
the opposite. She employed 
many of the immigrants, Irish, 
and la- 
ter Italians. These people 
worked in the bog, while she 
sat beneath a huge parasol, 
20 feet in diameter, and black: 
in color, behind the cranberry 
house, and watched them. 


Mrs Hiller also laid out an 
‘industrial park’ and several 
real estate developments. Her 
‘industrial park’ was on both 
sides of the Boston & Lowell 
railroad “(now the Boston and 
Maine) just south of Butters 
Row. Her real estate develop- 
ments were in the Beacon St -

physician, when no other doc- 
tor was handy, and was at. 
times called to the Wilmington 
Poor Farm, to medicate the 
people there. There is one 
bill on record, for ‘setting a 
broken leg’. The charge was 
$5. 

Her greatest claim to public 
attention was her caskets. A 
Scottish woodcarver, by the 
name of MacGregor, was hired 


tg construct two caskets, one 
fpr herself and one for Dr 
Hiller. He worked for five 
years, in the cranberry house, 
carving the caskets, out of 
mahogany. 

They were huge affairs, carv- 
ed out of solid wood, with 
Biblical scenes, and scenes 
of Wilmington carved in relief 
on the outside. A huge pointed 


carved piece of wood surmount- 
ed the coffins, reaching six 


feet up into the air. 

The interior of the coffins 
were brass lined, and four 
inches above the bottom were 
wire meshes, on which the 
bodies were to lie. Mrs Hiller 
delicately explained that the 

idea was so that the body 
would be above any putrescent 

material which might form and 
drop down, 

The caskets took MacGregor 
five years to make, and were 
reputed to have cost Mrs Hil- 
ler $10,000 apiece. Everyone 
in Wilmington enjoyed a secret 
laugh at Mrs Hiller, but again 
she got the last laugh. When 
the caskets were completed she 
sent them into boston, and ex- 
hibited them in Mechanics Hal] 
for a year, at 10 cents a look 
So great was the newspaper 
publicity that the cost of 
making the caskets was more 

than repaid. | 
There is much more to the Hil- 
ler story, which will have ta 
be told at some other time. 
After the caskets returned from 
Boston Mrs Hiller felt she had 

to have a place of safety for 
them - it.was for that purpose

There are two simple but pro- 
found lessons for every Rhode Is- 
land community in the successful 
effort of Wilmington, Massachu- 
setts, to convert itself from a “bed- 
room” town for Boston to a commu- 
nity of seiective industrialization.
